Co*, is working on such a long-dis- 
tance zone calling idea and hopes 
to have it ready for submission to 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission in two weeks. 


AT&T declines to elaborate on 


details of long-distance "zone call- 
ing until the proposal is actually 
filed, "We arc absolutely prohibit- 
ed from discussing any details," 
a spokesman said. 


However, the plan tinder con- 


sideration would permit a New 
York telephone subscriber, for ex- 
ample, to buy a service for a fixed 
monthly rate that would permit 
an unlimited number of calls to 
say, Chicago. Or, if he estimates 
he will be making 2 calls to Chi- 
cago monthly, he would be able 
to buy a service at a specified 
foe for possibly 30 three - minule 
calls to that city or any other 
phono number in the same zone. 


The new system would divide 
he country into six zones. Cus- 
omers could buy service to any 
one or combination of zones or 
even all six. For a specified fee 
hat may run under $3,000 a month 
or one telephone lino, a subscrib- 
er could make an unlimited num- 


of three-minute calls to any* 


where in the country, Overtime 
calls would be charged for on a
